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T HAT WHEREAS, themaking of Sa/z- Peter within His Maicſtics Realmes and Dominions is a great ſafety and benefit to His Maieſtie, and His Sub- 
ietsin gencrall, tor that ir effe&eth and aſſureth a certaine prouilion thereof, for the furniſhing of his Matcſties Sores, for the ſtrength, defence, and benefit of 
his Maicſtics ſaid Realmes and Dominions z which if it ſhould be had from forreine parts, 15 not to be obtained, bur at the pleaſure of other Princes,and moſt 
commonly at vnreaſonable Rates, and the ſame ſo obtained, might happen to bee intercepted , or by contrary winds kindered,in time of need, or vtterly loſt by Ship. 
wracke,or other caſualties on the Seas : And ifno ſuch hazzard were, yer the ſame isnot viual'y ro bee bought , but tor ready mony to bee tranſported, and payd for 
the ſame ; whereby the Treaſure of his Maicſties Realmes would be diminiſhed , and other forreine Kingdomes thereby enriched. And whereas for making of the 
Salt- Peter,which hath been formerly,and now is made in his M.ncſtics ſaid Realmes and Dominions, the SubicAts haue had, and ſtill haue their Houſes, Douchouſles, 
Cellars, &c. digged vp totheir great trouble; and alſo their Carts taken for carying of the Liquors, Tubbes, &c. to places farre remore , totheir exceeding great pre- 
indice, which hath occaſioned many complaints , not onely to the Juſtices of Peace in moſt parts ef his Maieſties Dominions, but oftentimes to His Maicſtie, and the 
Lords of His Highneſle priuie Counſell. And whereas alfo,there was ncuer yet made,fince the firſt making of Sal:-Peterin this Kingdom, being abourthe beginning 
of the Reigne of Queene Eli24b*1h, of famous memory,notwithſtanding all the trouble and grieuunce of the SubicR , athird part of the Sadt-peter , vicd for the ordi- 
nary ſcruice of the Kingdome,and in diuers yceres not ſo much as was ſpent tor the Kings Store, nor neere ſo much in time of \Varre, when there was moſt occaſion 
of it, bur aſwell rhe King, as the Subie&t, were forced ro procure the fame from Barberie, France, Poland, Hamborough,and other places in Germany. The Salr-perer-men 
hauing formerly vſed,as commonly they now doe, to the abuſe of the Kingund the Subiet, rorake Compolition money, of lome two ſhillings, of ſome fiue ſhillings, 
of ſome tenne {hillings,ot ſome more, ot ſome leſle,to ſpare their Houles, $:ubles,and Douchoules from digging, whereby the ſeruice intended, for making Salr-Perer, 
for his Maieſtic is wholly ncgle&ed , though the Subicct be continually charged with ſuch compoſition money. And furtherif the Salr-Perer-men, in their accuſto- 
:e4courſe of working,thould for a few yceres longer digge Houles,&c. for making of ſogrear a quantity of Sal!- Peter as the Kingdome ſhall require, they would ſo 
impouerith the carth, that they would in !}:ort time hardly make any at all , there being no artificial! meancs vſed by them for enriching the earth, but that which caſu- 
ally happcneth,of whichir is nor fit tomake Sa/t-Peter, againe in many yecres. And whereas his Maicttic was informed , thatthe Peuationer had by his great trauaile, 
"2aines, induſtry,and charges diſcoucred and made knowen, a new way and meanes,not heretofore knowen, practiſed and pertected , forthe making and retining, of 
2erfe, good, ſeruceable,and MerchantableSa/t-Petir, &c. whereby the Subic&t ſhould bee freed trum the digging of their houles, xc. And kewile from raking vp 
Carts for carying their Liquors, Tubbes, Aſhes, &c. trom place to place. And withall,that by this new way, the King ſhould haue what quantity of Sa/r-Peter ſacuer 
ſhould be required both for his owne Store,and all prouiſions ofthe Subict,and for his neighbour Nations being in league and amity with his Maieftic 

Vpon which Informartion, It pleaſed King /2es of bleſied memory,to reterre the conlideration thereof vnto the Duke of Buckrmgham his Grace , the Right Ho- 
notrable the Earle of ©_41z41/eſex, then Le d Treaſurer of Exglan! , and the Right honourable the Earle of Torxes, Maſter oft the Ordnance: \Vho after long and ma- 
ny ſerious debatings ( diuers trials being made of the certainty of making Salipeeey in this new courle propoſed, and the goodnefle therof,) were pleaſed to recommend 
it backe to the faid King /ames, as a propolition fir to bee embraced, and a Priuiledge for the ſayd '\Vorke to bee granted to the inuentor (tor his encouragement ) for 
21.yecrcs., Butthe warrant to Maſter Attourne Generall ro graw vp the (aid priuiledge, being made (ole! y by the ſaid Earle of M:adleſex,was ſo vnequally limited ro 
price, and no certainty for the payment thereof being deliuerec, with other ſtrict Conditions and Prouilocs , vnlieting tor {o great 4 Seruice , intended for the generall 
good ; That thoſe who jntendeJ ro aduenture the Stocke for erecting the VWofkes, were thereby vrterly Ciſheartened, and would nor proceede therein, u hereby all the 
ormercharge of bringing the [nucntion to perfeQion, and procuring the Priuiledge beipg ſolely laid out by the Inuentor, was liketo be vtrerly loſt,and the ſeruice in- 


rended for the good of the Common-wealh wholly negiccted. 


WHEREVPON a Petition being lately exhibited ro His Maicſtic that now is , for inlargement of the ſaid Grant , It hath pleaſed His Maieftic, for the incow- 
agement of the Inucntor , and to caſe the Subie@ of the now gricuance, and ſecure the Kingdome with quantity of Sal#- Peter, gractoully ro condeſcend thereto : For 
the ſpecdy execution and aduancement ot which worke, The Inuentor is ready vpen his owne charge to crea \Vorke foorthwith, about the Citic of London z which 
after the Earth is ripened, and impregnated tor making of $-/t-Peter, [hall produce weekely as much Salt- Peter , as now is or viually hath been made in London and the 
liberties therof; norwithitanding lhe trouble the City is now put vnto : 'y which meanes there thalbe mace a fuil demonſtration to ſuch Perſons 25this honorable 
Houſe {hall appoint, both ot the certaintic of the \Vorkes, the pre fit of it, rhequantitie, and the continuance thereof for euer. And that the Sa/t- eter which ſhall 
bee made in this new courſe , ſhailbe furre berter, and more victull in all conditions required in $:/t-Peter, for the making of Powder , then any that now is Eroughe 
into His Maicſtics Storc-houſe, from any Salt-Perer-worke in this Kingdome, or imported from any parts trom beyond the Seas. But becaulc lo great a worke 
as this, for ſpeedy making ot the quantity of S/t-Pcter,tor the ſeruice of the whole Kingdome, cannot conueniently bee cfteed by any priuare Purſe: The Inventor 
therefore moſt humble prayeth, That chis honourable houſe, will ſettle ſome preſent courſe, That vpon the demonſtration made,as atoreſaid,the ſumme of 20000. 11. 
may bee in areadinelle , which will bee required tor erecting, and ſtocking ſo many workes , as thall be luthcient ro make 590, tunne of Se/t-Peter yeerely, for his 
Mwneſties, and the Subic&ts expence. The ſaid ſumme cf 2000.11. to be layd ouraccording to the direction of the Inuentor,by ſuch perſons as this Honourable Houſe 
{hall torchar purpoſe ſelet;which Srocke of 20000.1i. [halbe repayd in [euen yeeres,by cuen and equall portions yeerely, either in Sa/rpeter,or in money, the firſt pays 
ment thereof to commence from the time that the VVorkes (hall bee ereted , and made ft ro make $.4/z- Peter, which may bee compleated and fitted within one yeere, 
and the Stocke of (valrs , Vrize, and Aſ9:s prouided ; By meanes ot which Stocke of 20000. li, the Petitioner may be enabled , (atter demonſtration vpon his owne 
coſt and charges made as aforeſaid ) ro erect and ſtocke lo many workes , as ſhall ferue to make ſufficient quanritie of $./t-Peter for the ſcruice of his Muateſtic and His 
SubicRs,as aforeſaid. Ir being a thing ſo much tending to the Subiets cale, 2nd the Kingdomes ſecurity. And further, that this Houſe will be honourably pleaſed 
ro confirme his Maicſtics Graunt tothe Petitioner, for the laid terme of 21. yecres by At of Parliament. In conlideration whereof, beſides ail the former aduanta- 
ves to the Subic4, in freeingthem from che now gricuance, and ſafety of the King and Kingdomes, by making quantitic of Sa/rperer ſufhcient tor the {eruice of the

thering of Vrine for the vſe of the [aid workes, whereby they may haue a competent meanes for their liuing without begging,

for any ſcruice ; there being ſufficient Marerialsin the places atoreſayd to bee had euery ycerc , for {cucn yeeres prouition, and the trueth of this may bee ſhewen co 


ſuch as this Honourable Houſe (hall appoint, within two monechs., 
*. ThePctitioner humbly profercth, and dedicateth this his ſeruice, with all his labour, time ſpent, and charge formerly beſtowed, fyr the good of his Maicſtic,and the 
honour and ſafety of the Kingdome, to the graue conlideraticn of the Honourable Aﬀembly , in this high Court of Packament??
